The iloly Sepulchre. 

New York, July 11. — Captain Cobden, 
of the Palestine exposition fund, asserts 
that he has made n new and important dis- 
covery as to the site of Calvary and the 
holy sepulchre The tomb In- has found 
is a solitary one, differing from the old I \ pr- 
of Hebrew tombs. It i^ mar the spot 1 
where Stephen is supposed in have been 
stoned and, contrary to the Hebrew style, 
contains, after the manner o( the Greek 
tombs, a shelf where two niigeN collld have 
Bflt, one at the head and the other at the 
feet. Tlu> locality now known as the 
holy sepulchre, and coveted with a church 
of that name, is an old Jewish tomb, which 
was discovered in the tune of Einpeior 
Constantino. Although popular sentiment 
hits honored it as the tomb ol Christ, I 
scholars and explorers have not, with any 1 
great degree of unanimity, so regarded it. I 
One of the great objections against it is i 
that it was within tin- walls of the city, 
whereas the crucifixion and burial are sum 
to have take n place outside the city. 

Tue fik.st lauding i f Anglo-Saxons in 
America at. Roanoke Island, .North Cam 
lina, was accomplished mi or about the 
4th of July, li384, and this is therefore 
the tercentenary anniversary of that im- 
portant historical event. Hie expedition 
was sent out by Sir Walter Raleigh under 
Philip A madas and Arthur Barlow, and 
although the settlement established did 
not achieve permanent prosperity, Queen 
Klizabeth, m recognition of its earlier 
triumphs, had it named Virginia, sup- 
planting the name of New France con- 
ferred upon it by Varnzzani, who had 
cruised along the coast three years before. 
Parliament confirmed Raleigh's title to 
this territory, and a second expedition 
under Sir Richard Grenville took posses- 
sion the following year. The emigrants 
taken out on this occasion, however, were 
gold-seekers, and were unsuccessful, and 
after experiencing many hardships were 
rescued from starvation by Sir Francis 
Drake. A colony of mechanics and farmers 
wa.i aunt out in 1587 under the leadership 
of John White, and to a daughter ol John 
White and her husband Dare was born 
Virginia Dare, the first child of English 
parontago born in America. It is re- 
marked as a singular fact that the tor- 
centenary of this important historical 
event is being passed almost with nit 
recognition, while so many events of a 
similar character are being extensively 
and enthusiastically celebrated.

©Will the public bear with tia for a mo- 
ment j We wish to remind our esteemed 
youthful contemporary of the Times that 
it ia he and not Tin Colonist that haa (to 
adopt our contemporary's elegant phrases) 
"thrown up the sponge "and "dodged the 
question" of tho Burrill'd Inlet laud re- 
serve. In his last two issues he has studi- 
ously avoided reference to the matter on- 
ly in so far as it furnished a pretext for a 
prolix attack on this journal. Our eon- 
temporary, in its tirst issue, assailed the 
government for not throwing open the 
Uurrard Inlet lands to settlement; and 
when he was told that the lands in quaa- 
tion are unfit for settlement he suggested 
that thoy bo thrown on the market to the 
highest bidder. In other words, the specu- 
lator and not the fanner was intended to 
be benefitted by the transaction. In view 
of the recent sales of Coal Harbor 
property, coupled with the highest bid 
tier proposition .if the Tunes, is 
it unjust to suppose that his articles were 
written in the interest of speculators and 
not in that of the country at large ! In 
reserving tho land the government acted 
in the interest of the province. All the 
land tit for agricultural purposes win 
thrown open to settlement by the procla- 
mation of the 2d and 10th of .May last; 
btit possible townsites, as well as land, 
held tinder lease by the Hastings' Sawmill 
Company, are not thrown open for rea 
sons already stated. If our contemporary 
lias any further charges tn bring against 
the government with respect to the re 
serve the public is prepared to hear them; 
but it is submitted that the two recent 
articles in the Tunes have not touched on 
the main question at all — in fact, have 
avoided it. Any further discussion as 
between the newspapers we decline, and 
if our contemporary's sell conceit is so 
great that he cannot, see that his credulity 
and want of knowledge of the country are 
being played upon by parties who con 
Btantly misinform him as to the true 
character and quantity of the land coin- 
prised in the Burrard Inlet reserve, he 
must shortly be the object of commisera- 
tion, if not ridicule . 

THE DRINKING LI A HIT. 

An exchange somn of the line refers in 
the following terms to the habit of drink- 
ing, which has become so general of late 
years: "He drinks too much," is the ob 
jection which is now most frequently urg- 
ed against applicants for business posi- 
tions, and decides the case against them.

He is not what I want al 
together, and is not as smart as the other 
man, but doesn't drink.'' "I've got 
through making an inebriate's home of 
my establishment. 1 can get men who 
don't drink and I prefer them. I've un- 
dertaken to reform half a dozen, bright 
Hmart young fellows;hut it always cost me 
more than they were worth, and I never 
succeeded after all. I Won't have 'em 
around." Such are the remarks which 
now prevail in the business world, when 
the question of employment is concerned. 
The limn who makes a business 
of drinking, who cannot, let a day go by 
without "taking something," and that 
pretty often, is being counted out in coin- 
petition. Kveu employers who drink 
themselves are not furnishing occupation 
fur drinking clerks and assistants.

Nanaimo, July 10. — The court opened 
at 3 p. m. yesterday, J. W. Stortan and 
D . Smith presiding. 

Adam Ross, sworn — Stated lie was fore- 
man of the Wellington mines, and that 
the explosion occurred a little before 7 
o'clock, Juno 30th, at No. 15 shaft. John 
Frear was at work in No. ,'5, and was 
found dead at his own place. .John Knox 
was fireman of that shaft After the ex- 
plosion, ingoing down the shaft, he said 
he thought it was in No. 4. He said ho 
had found a little gas 111 Frear's heading, 
but nothing to speak of. Frear was the 
first man to pass the fireman's station 
that morning; they arc allowed to pass if 
everything is all right, hut not otherwise. 
If the fireman finds gas anywhere he 
enters it in the report book. Was one of 
those ivhei found Frear's body. The safety 
lamp was four or live yards oil. The 
place was about eight feet high. The 
safety lamp was intact. It was exam. noil 
by the government inspect ir; witness did 
not think that lamp caused explosion, 
but a naked light, 11 quick motion of the 
lamp might do so, but a Claiinoy lamp, 
which Frear had, was less liable than a 
Davy. Frear was a cautious man. Had 
confidence in Knox, who could examine 
the mine in an hour. A match might fire 
the gas as quick as an exposed light. 

Dr. Jones repeated his deposition at the 
iu pi est. 

Court adjourned till 7 p. 111- 
At the opening of the court John Bry- 
don was sworn and stated he was 111, 'li- 
nger of the mines, was informed of the 
explosion soon after seven o'clock, went 
down the mine a .u found a unmoor nf 
men had boon killed. Was 111 frear's 
heading next day. If the stall had a dip 
of one in four a man could go some dis- 
tance without causing an explosion. There, 
was gas ; but he could n..t expect Fi ear's 
heailiiiu to make much III two and one- 
half hours. The barometer had not 
varied over two-tenths the week before; 
cannot account for sudden collection ot 
gas or changes in atnn spheric pressure. 
No man !- asked to go where there is gas 
with any kind of light. II, ■ boliev d that 
Knox was justified in allowing Frear to 
pass t,, his stall, as he believed it safe, 
lie had known gas iu quantity to issue 
from the roof when llie mine was not 
worked. If a fireman has only found a 
small quantity of gas which can he 
brushed out it need not prevent a miner 
going to w ork.
